The only means employed by the 
State to- the dissemination of infor- 
rpatlou concerning now laws is the 
publication of the pamphlet la-ns 
'When issued—fiorn a year to 18 
inonths after sessions of the Legisla- 
ture—these -relumes in large part go 
to lawyers. For tho la«t seanion tho 
volume ha<, not yet gone to press al- 
though leaflets* containing the now 
laws have from time to time been 
printed but oven in tnia form the is- 
sue aas not been completed. la neith- 
er case does the public at large, or 
even peisons directly concerned in 
new la^s, nave access tc copies o 
thorn. It naturally follows that there 
la very meager general information as 
to new legislation. 


But H 1» principle of law that ignor- 


ance of It excuses no one 
So, should 


it happen that the soft driui diipen 
sera are haled Into court for (ailing to 
observe tho requirements ot the res- 
taurant hygiene law, they cannot set 
V> tie defense that they did not know 
they had been violating a statute. If 
bowever, such establishment* are bo* 
Ing conducted contrary to the rules 
of 3snit.ition *hich their proprietors 
«nd people genet ally aro J>re*umed to 
know and practice, they are already 
committing offenses against both the 
statutes and the commonly accepted 
principles for the protection of the 
public health. 


It thei efore becomes the duty ot all 


such persons to give attention to the 
warning issued from the State Eo- 
partmenr of Health to tho effect that 
the local boards operating under the 
department •nrtU bo required to eo- 
torce the new law.

Apparently indifferent to tie «a<l 


fate of crossing victims and heedless 
of the simple rules of safety a certain 
number of dil^ers will continue to 
take,chances In boating trains over 
crossingT and. In all probability, with 
about the same rebult as shown by 
the most recent statatics Lamentable 
as Is any unnecessary loss of life tae 
moet distressing feature •will be, as in 
previous accidents, that passengers in 
recldessly driven automobiles them- 
selves b'ameloss of violating the rules 
ot safety, will become tho vict'ms of 
tte fool dilvers who take dangerous, 
risks. 


How to eliminate or to reduce the 


number of this breed is a problem tor 
which tliero is at present apparently 
no satisfactory solution. It is prac- 
tlcallv impossible to police all gr 
'crossings so effectively that brainless 
automobile dilveis will to prevented 
from endangering the lives of them- 
selves and every occupant of their cara. 
Gmde cios»ings cannot be eliminated 
wlthm a few months, or even a tow 
years, d>'Siuiblc as that would be. Un- 
til this tan bo brought about the pub- 
lic will no doubt continue to bo Bhock- 
ea by tragedies a'l ot which could bo 
prevented by the exercise of a modi- 
cum or common sense and some slight 
regard for tho lUos and safety of per- 
sons for which automobile drivers are 
directly renpou^dble
